C. MOSSIAE, BERGENFIELD X LC HELEN WILMER—Medium 
to dark red-lavender with brilliant, dark, crimson purple lips. Late 
Winter and Spring. Some are Easter blooming. 


LC ACONCAGUA X C. PRISCILLA ALBA—Very nice White- 
Colored-Lip hybrid for Late Spring and Early Summer. 


C. JAVOTTE (Edithiae X Lady Veitch)—-Good White blooms 
of variable season, some making Christmas and New Year’s. 


C. ANN SANDER (Remy Chollet X Woltersiana)—Free flowering 
rose-lavender hybrid . . . an abundant bloom producer . . . bright 
fuschia lip and throat. Most are Fall blooming but some bloom 
later in the Winter. 


LC MINUET: (C. Ed Cooper X Le Terpsichore)-—Large, bright 
lavender blooms with very dark purple lips. Winter and Spring 


LC GWEN SANDER (Lc Memling X C. Remy Chollet) —Striking, 
dark flowers with brilliant red-wine lips. Some with splash of lip 
color at petal tips. Spring blooming. 


LC TRIANON (Lc Endymion X C. Enid, var. Giant) —Medium to 
huge star-shaped blooms; mostly dusky rose with brilliant, dark 
red-purple lips and throats, edged rose. Winter. 


C. ISORA NADALINI (Suzette X Enid, Imperialis) —Huge, heavy 
textured, light to medium lavender; Royal purple lips: long bloom- 
ing season, like Enid. 


LC COLEMAN BENDRICK (Lc Hertha X C. Belgica)-——In color 
these run from light rose to very dark, with rich, dark, velvety lips 
and gold throats. All have nice round form with wide petals, sepals 
and lips. Heavy texture. Winter through Spring. 


C. ST. PETERSBURG (C. Eucharis X C. Clementine Goldfarb) — 
Extra fine, heavy textured Whites for Late Winter and Spring season.
